Mustard is usually prepared for use 
by simply mizing 1st smoothly with cold 
water, and it is generally considered to 
be the right consistency when sufficiently 
moist to drop slowly from the spoon. A 
saltspoonful of salt added to each table- 
8 ful of musturd not only wmproves 
the flavour, but it also prevents the 
mustard from becoming so—quickly dry. 
If desired, the pungency be greatly 
increased by mizing a httle Chili vinegar 
and Cayenne with the mustard, the 
flavour of the whole being softened by 
the addition of a good pinch of sugar. 
On the other hand, when a very mild 
flavour of mustard is liked, it may be 
obtained by using cream or milk, prefer- 
ably the y Pa, instead of water. In 
any case, it should be mized in small 
quantities, as it quickly loses its flavour 
and fresh appearance.

TECHNICAL’ TRAINING 
FOR APPRENTICES. 


DEARTH OF SKILLED 


CRAFTSMEN. 
Mr. J. 8. Smurthwaite (Messrs. W. and R. 
Jacob. and Co., Ltd.) said that in the North- 


‘East* district of England the building and 


shipbuilding trades in particular made it com- 


‘pulsory for ‘apprentices to ‘attend technical 


schools, mainly on the half-time system of 
three days at technical school and three days 
at practical work. In Sheffield the technical 
schools played an important part in the 
numerous departments of the steel trade, and 
no apprentice was considere’’ fficient without 
technical training. In Swed..., as in Denmark 
and Germany, there were not only coptinua- 
tion classes ie all. up to fifteen years oí age, 


‘but the opportunity “was afforded boys and 


irls to attend vocational classes should they 
fu difficulty in getting emplovment. 

DAY APPRENTICE SCHOOLS. 

Their technical schools were not as attrac- 
tive as they might be; neither were they as 
accessible as they ought to be. Witness was 
not in favour of the day apprentice schoo! as 
at present constituted, because there was no 
ator guarantee by the trades. He believed 
that the best results were obtained by parallel 
techni¢al training with apprenticeship, because 
it was in the experience of practical work that 
the value of technical training was best ap- 
preciated. His experience was that the half- 
time system was the best. 

Anyone who had hope of the future of 
industry would realise the necessity for a 
larger number of skilled craftsmen in the 
electric and motor engineering, mechanical 
engineering, building trades, and also in the 
agricultural world. . 

To Miss Stafford—Messrs. Jacob and Co. 
had their own educational classes for younger 
employés. Biscuit-making was the chief work 
of the firm, but they also manufactured sub- 
sidiary articles. They had their own electrical 
supply, made their own tins and boxes, and 
did their own printing. 

MEN AND WOMEN OF THE FUTURE. 

The. Very Rev. J. Canon Cummins, D.D.. 
P.P., V.F., Roscommon, said that the need 
for technical education was brought home to 
them from the bitter experience of the past 


} century, when they saw Irishmen with abuand- 


ance of native talent, but without technical 
training, -hopelessly out-distanced in the 


‘st le of life by offers with less talent, but 


With’ the advantage*of years of training and 
technical ines ieee, e need was further 
shown by the fact that they had arrived at a 
period when it was absolutely necessary for 
them to make provision for an industrial and 
economic future for the country, and when 
they, must qualify their boys and girls to 
enter into industrial and commercial com- 
petition with other countries of the world, 
and especially of Europe. 

Technical education had a greater educa- 
tional effect than the ordinary literary univer- 
sity course. In the latter the mind, memory 
and imagination were appealed to in a 
theoretical and supposititious manner, while in 
the former the entire faculties of mind and 
body were appealed to, and a sound and 
practical judgment was demanded. , 

He protested against the suggestion that a 
system of technical education, with all the ex- 
pense entailed, was not fustified unless there 
was some guarantee that the boys and girls 
trained would find remunerative employment 
at home. This outlook he described as de- 
spondent, unenterprising,,and un-Irish. 


COUNTY COMMITTEES. 

In regard to compulsory technical education 
from the age of 14 to 16, he said that he had 
good reason to believe that 95 per cent. of 
the farmers of the country would gladly 
afford their children of that age every facility 
for attending technical schools, and would 
welcome the good fortune that put those 
schools at their disposal. He looked forward 
to technical instruction being given through 
technical schools, and as national in scope 
and “character. as the primary school system. 
The entire cost of tethnical education should 
be borne by the public treasury, while each 
sm shoúld provide and maintain its own 
school buildings. He considered that un- 
wieldy County Committees, with secretaries 
and other officials, involving a vast amount 
of expense, altogether unnecessary. He 
urged the formation of a National davess 
Committee to consult regularly with the De- 
partment of Technical Instruction. In re- 
gard to the launching of a-sheme of educa- 
tion, he said that, his idea. was. to establish 
a technical school for every ten National 
schools in the country. The students of these 
schools having arrived at the age of 14 would 
pass on automatically, and under a law of 
compulsory attendance, to the technical s hool 
for a two years' course. On the basis of one 
technical. school for every ten . National 
schools, he estimated that 1,466. children 
would eách year pass into the twelve technical

IRISH LIFE AND 
LANDSCAPE. 


i would be difhcult to imagine a book 
sift better calculated to give pleasure 
to an Irish friend at home or abroad than 
the fine volume of Irish pictures which 
Mr. J. Crampton Walker has prepared, 
and which the Talbot Press has produced 
in such admirable style. It is a highly 
creditable piece of Irish printing, as well 
as a volume of versatile appeal and 
interest. 

No fewer than 67 Irish artists are repre- 
sented by full-page reproductions of works 
from their brush, crayon or chisel, and 
| with every picture is its creator's auto- 
graph. On the opposite page there is a 
brief note on the artist, telling the salient 
facts about his or her work. The notes 
are done with good taste—there is nothing 
fulsome or uncritical. 

First comes Percy French’s “ In Ould 
Denegal,” a gentle water-colour, with 
heather and whins and distant hills. “An 
oil painting, by Alfred Grey, ‘‘ Cattle,’’ 
sets the opposite extreme in treatment 
before us. Mary Duncan’s etching, 
“ James Stephens,’ and Miss Harrison's 
‘* George Moore,” give us revealing por- 
traiture. Hone’s “ Evening, Malahide 
Sands,” is a feast of colour and light. 
Thomas Gracey’s ‘‘ Muckish”’ catches 
strangeness of distant sunlight on a 
mountain of schist. Atkinson’s etching, 
““Shandon,” and Miss Solomons’ ‘‘ Hoey’s 
Court, Dublin,’ gives us urban atmosphere. 
Mary Swanzy’s “ Schull” is a striking 
piece of impressionist landscape, and Rose 
Barton’s ‘‘ Yew Hedge at St. Anne’s, 
Clontarf,” is @ soothing study in quiet 
arden colours under a high Irish sky.

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THE PILGRIM’S PROGRESS 


AST week we welcomed an admirable 
new and abridged edition of ‘‘ The 
Holy War.”’ This week we have received 
a splendid new edition of ‘* The Pilgrim’s 
Progress,” in which the original edition is 
followed closely—even in the peculiarities 
of spelling. There is a notable introduc- 
tion by Mr. Charles Whibley. The dull 
and little-known Third Part is not printed 
—nobody will miss it—but every lover of 
Banyan will welcome this volume in all 
its details. ‘‘ The Pilgrim’s Progress,”’ 
unlike ' The Holy War,” does not bear 
abridgment. We need Bunyan’s ipsissima 
verba. Even the long, argumentative pas- 
sages, in which Christian or Faithful dis- 
cuss spiritual matters in the style of 
Bunyan’s contemporaries, have a narrative 
value, and could not be discarded without 
loss to the unity and character of the work.

IRISH LIFE AND 
LANDSCAPE. 


i: would be afficult to imagine a book 
gift better calculated to give pleasure 
to an Irish friend at home or abroad than 
the fine volume of Irish pictures which 
Mr. J. Crampton Walker has prepared, 
and which the Talbot Press has produced 
in such admirable style. It is a highly 
creditable piece of trian printing, as well 
as a volume of versatile appeal and 
interest. 

No fewer than 67 Irish artists are repre- 
sented by full-page reproductions of works 
from their brash, crayon or chisel, and 
with ¢very picture is its creator's auto- 
graph. On the opposite pose there is a 
brief note on the artist, telling the salient 
facts about his or her work. The notes 
are done with good taste—there is nothing 
fulsome or uncritical. i 

First comes Percy French’s “ In Ould 
Denegal,” a gentle water-colour, with 
heather and whins and distant hills. An 
oil painting, by Alfred Grey, ‘* Cattle,’ 
sets the opposite extreme in treatment 
before us. Mary Duncan’s etching, 
“ James Stephens,’’ and Miss Harrison's 
‘‘ George Moore,” give us revealing por- 
traiture. Hone’s “ Evening, Malahide 
Sands,’ is a feast of colour and light. 
Thomas Gracey’s ‘‘ Muckish’’ catches 
strangeness of distant sunlight on a 
mountain of schist. Atkinson’s etching, 
** Shandon,’’ and Miss Solomons’ ‘‘ Hoey’s 
Court, Dublin,’’ gives us urban atmosphere. 
Mary Swanzy’s “ Schull’’ is a striking 
piece of impressionist landscape, and Rose 
Barton’s ‘‘ Yew Hedge at St. Anne's, 
Clontarf,” is @ soothing study in quiet 
garden colours under a high Irish sky. 
Mr. Crampton Walker’s own picture is a 
homely piece of beauty, and John 
Keating's ‘‘ Arran Fisherman and His 
Wife " strikes a contrasting note ef wild 
romance, exotic colour, in simplicity. 

Obviously, it is impossible to tell how 
much of the varying glamour of our island 
this beautiful book suggests. It is a 
revelation of the truth that there is not 
one Ireland, but as many Irelands as 
there are fresh and eager imaginations 
dwelling within this island of stark hills 
and luminous waters,

THE PILGRIM’S PROGRESS 


AST week we welcomed an admirable 
new and abridged edition of ‘‘ The 
Holy War.’’ This week we have received 
a splendid new edition of “ The Pilgrim’s 
Progress, in which the original edition is 
followed closely—even in the peculiarities 
of spelling. There is a notable. introduc- 
tion by Mr. Charles Whibley. The dull 
and little-known Third Part is not printed 
—nobody will miss it—but every lover of 
Bunyan will welcome this volume in all 
its details. ‘‘ The Pilgrim’s Progress,’’ 
unlike ‘‘The Holy War,” does not bear 
abridgment. We need Bunyan’s ipsissima 
verba. Even the long, argumentative pas- 
sages, in which Christian or Faithful dis- 
cuss spiritual matters in the style of 
Bunyan’s contemporaries, have a narrative 
value, and could not be discarded without 
loss to the unity and character of the work. 
They help to delineate the mind of 
Bunyan, and the very accent of the 
speakers recalls the lovable, old generation 
to which he belonged. 

The volume is modestly and yet beauti- 
fully printed and bound. Mr. Whibley’s 
introduction (need we say it?) enriches 
the work greatly. “Only in England,”’ 
Mr. Whibley remarks, ‘‘could John 
Bunyan have been born. Elsewhere

This week we have received 
a splendid new edition of “ The Pilgrim’s 
Progress, ' in which the original edition is 
followed closely—even in the peculiarities 
of spelling.

The Crisis in China. 


The last two days have seen some im- 
provement in the situation at Hankow, 
which is the immediate danger-point of 
Chinese affairs. British, American and 
Japanese warships are being hurried to 
the port. The landing of naval detach- 
ments has checked the activities of the 
labour extremists; and the foreign Con- 
cessions will be able to defend themselves 
if disorders result from the strike and 
boycott which, by order of the Cantonese 
leaders, will begin to-morrow. Sir Austen 
Chamberlain has announced in the House 
of Commons that peril to British subjects 
in the interior, through anti-foreign feel- 
ing, is not feared, although, “under 
present conditions,” he is not prepared 
to guarantee the safety of every individual. 
This assurance will bring some comfort to 
the large number of English and Irish 
families whose relations and friends are 
serving as missionaries in China. The 
huge triangle of which Canton, Szechuan 
and Shanghai are the corners is a busy 
area of missionary enterprise, in which 
scores of devoted Irishmen and Irish- 
women, Protestant and Roman Catholic, 
are advancing, with single-minded zeal, 
the spiritual and physical welfare of the 
native population. Maynooth College has 
an energetic mission in China, and some 
thirty-five Irish missionaries are working 
under the auspices of the Church 
Missionary Society and Dublin University’s 
Mission in Fukien. That Province is over- 


which, according to the latest telegrams, 
will occupy to-day the important port of 
Foochow. Fortunately, there will be no 
fighting, as the local forces have submitted 
to the invaders. For the moment the 
foreign missionaries in Central and 
Eastern China seem to be safe; but 
the general outlook hardly could 
be more serious. Canton’s armies, sup- 
ported by Russia’s counsel and money, 
are masters of Central China, and, as 
they march onwards, their weapon of the 
boycott leaves everywhere behind it the 
ruins of British trade. Their occupation 
of Hankow and other treaty ports on the 
great river threatens Shanghai itself. 
Their declared purpose is the expulsion 
of all foreigners and the repudiation of 
all international pledges. 

The British Government's first concern 
must be the personal security of British 
subjects on Chinese soi]. Their lives may 
not be in immediate danger, but no man 
can foretell the results of the gospel of 
anti-foreign passion which is being 
preached fiercely and assiduously from 
Bolshevist Canton. While that first duty. 
is being fulfilled, however, the British 
Government must find a policy which will 
mect the entirely new and exceedingly 
grave situation in China. It is not clear 
that this necessity is recognised even now. 
Sir Austen Chamberlain said, on Wednes- 
day, that the British Government still 
maintained its policy of non-intervention 
in China’s national affairs. The policy of 
non-intervention may have been justified 
so long as there was any prospect that the 
principles of the Washington Convention 
about China could be enforced. To-day aj * 
policy of non-intervention will mean only 
that the British Government accepts defeat 
at the hands of Russian and Chinese 
Communism and is ready to sacrifice the 
interests of thousands of British subjects 
who, trusting in its protection, have sunk 
their capital in China. A few months ago

ENGLISH HOUSING 
SUBSIDY. 
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COVERNMENT POLICY 
CRITICISED. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

The House of Commons was quiet this 
afternoon, the only incident providing an op- 
portunity for a display: of feeling being the 
introduction of Colonel Howard Bury, who 
had a great welcome from the Conservative 
side of the House, while the Socialists jeered 
and laughed at the enthusiasm. 

The Prime Minister informed Mr, Ramsay 
Macdonald “that the vote of censure on the 
art of the Opposition would be debated on 
Spachinlecy next. The announcement was re- 
ceived with loud Jaghter from all quarters, 
it being evident t the Socialists do not 
expect to gain much by their motion, 


HOUSING SUBSIDY. 


‘Mr. Neville Chamberlain’s proposal to re- 

duce the hoysing subsidy came in for a great 
deal of criticism, particularly from Mr. 
Wheatley, who; as Minister of Health in the 
Labour Administration, was responsible for 
carrying out a good part of the housing pro- 
grammes of his own and previous Govern- 
ments. Mr. Chamberlain, in moving a re- 
solution approving the draft order proponed 
to be made under the Housing (Financial 
Provisions) Act of 1924 for the reduction of 
the subsidy, gave an exhaustive view of the 
whole situation. He had come to the con- 
clusion that the subsidy had achieved its 
object of nursi- the building industry back 
to life, and that the time had come for 
reconsidering the position. 

He recognised, of course, that it would be 
neither wise nor desirable suddenly to cut 
off the subsidy altogether, and he had been 
very cautious in the first step he proposed to 
take. What it. amounted to was a £2 re- 
duction from the £6 for twenty years, under 
the 1923 scheme, and a £7 10s. reduction 
from the £9 for forty ‘years under the 1924 
arrangements. 

If, said Mr. Chamberlain, they were to 
maintain the continuity of the housing pro- 
gramme, and local authorities were to pro- 
vide houses for the poorer sections of the 
community, it was absolutely essential to get 
some reduction in césts, and that could not 
be done while the subsidy continued to be 
ay on the- present terms. I¢ was time, in 

is opinion, to regain the path to freedom, 
and dispense with the artificial and unnatural 
conditions under which they had for so long 
been labouring. 


MR. WHEATLEY’S CRITICISM. 


Mr. Wheatley missed something of that 
sparkling enthusiasm which Mr. Chamberlain 
usually exhibited when he was recommending 
to the Housé something in which he really 
believed. Never, he said, had a weaker case 
been submitted by any responsible Minister. 
The reduction in the hill was unjustifiable, 
and would inevitably lead to useless suffering 
and industrial chaos. They would go back to 
where they were in 1924. 

The Minister of Health had tried to make 
their flesh creep by pointing out the cost of 
continuing the subsidy, but he had entirely 
neglected to state what was a fact—that 
69,000 unemployed had been absorbed in the 
industry as the result of the 1924 Act, who 


would otherwise have cost the country a very | 


large sum, indeed, to maintain. The fringe of 
the housing problem had so far been hardly 
touched. The needs of the country were still 
alarmingly great, and it would. be impossible 
for many local authorities to carry on with 
housing schemes if the subsidy was reduced. 

Lord Henry Cavendish Bentinck, speaking 
as a Conservatice, regretted the decision to 
cut down the subsidy in view of the shortage 
of houses in all parts of the country. He 
commended to the Government the argument 
that the best way of combating Commtnism 
in this country was to provide more houses 
for the people, 


EFFECT ON BUILDING TRADE. 


Mr. Austen Hopkinson went to the other 
extreme. He considered that Mr. Chamber- 
lain had made a mistake in not taking off the 
whole of the subsidy at a single blow. Per- 
haps, it was because the Minister realised as 
well as he did that the building trade would 
not take the decision to reduce the subsidy 
lying down. It would mean either a reduc- 
tion of wages or the laying. of more bricks. 

Besides Lord Henry Cavendish-Bentinck, 
there were other Ministerjalista who were 
either definitely opposed Bro reduction of 
the subsidy, or doubtful whetfier the Minister 
of Health was wise in proposing it at the 

resent moment. Among them were Mr, C. 
thys, Colonel Applin, Captain Fairfax, Sir 
R. Newman and Sir P. Pilditch. Labour and 
Liberal speakers, without exception, opposed 
the Government's policy. Lieut,<Commander 
Kenworthy, Labour’s latest recruit, con- 
gratulated tho dissentient Conservatives upon 
their courage in actively opposing the adore 
of their own party, 


THE PROBLEM STATED. 


Sir Kingsley Wood, answering the many 
criticisms which had been made, desired to 
make it perfectly clear that no reduction was 
contemplated in respect of slum clearances, or 
In connection with houses completed by the 
first of October, 1927. The problem was to 
provide houses at rents which the poorer 
classes. could afford to pay. As for the 
Wheatley Act, he declai that the best 
thing in it was he right to review the 
subsidy, and this they were now doing. 

Mr. Viant moved the omission from the 
Order of the paragraphs relating to houses 
subject to special conditions and houses 
situated in agricultural parishes. Mr. 
Thurtle, in seconding the amendment, said 
that the Biblical miracle of the loaves and 
fishes was modest compared with the miracle 
for which the Government claimed credit. 

At 11 o'clock Mr. Chamberlain moved the 
closure, and it was carried by 180 yotes to 
112. The amendment..was defeated by 181 
votes to 115. and the main resolution was 
carried by 181 votes to 111. 


MERCHANDISE MARKS BILL. 


A discussion in the House of Lords on the 
Government’s Merchandise Marks Bill, which 
requires that foreign imported goods sail 
be marked with. the name of their country of 
origin, was made noteworthy by the declar 
tion of Lord Inchcape, that, although he had 
left the Liberal Party for what: he considered 
good and sufficient reasons, he had not aban- 
doned his Free Trade. principles... Protection 
in any form he rare AT as a catastrophe, 
and if it ever came into force, and the Go- 
vernment imttérfered with the free exchan~e 
of commodities between this country and the 
world, Great Britain would become a cypher, 
uneraployment would increase, and taxation 
would wipe out the country’s wealth. Lord 
Inchcape went on to say that a few davs 
ago Earl Beauchamp. had chaffingly remarked 
to him—' So, you have joined the. Protec- 
tionist Party!” His reply was the speech he 
had just made. The whole scheme of the 
bill was prepostersdus. It- would involve 
the creation of an army of functionaries who 
would batten upon the people “until the 
people rose and rent them. 

Earl Beauchamp congratulated’ Lord 
Inchcape upon his stand for. Free Trade, but 
he was rather taken back when the noble 
lord interrupted to say that, though he would 
not support the bill, he did not propose to 
vote against it. Earl Beauchamp consoled 
himself with the reflection that, perhaps, 
Lord Incheape’s*~speech would be more 
damaging than his vote. 

The second reading of the bill was carried 
by 50 votes to 26.

Coming from. me, it may appear some- 
what of a personal matter, but I think it 
a pity that an office which has been in 
existence so long should be done away 
with. Dublin, as the late Recorder used to 
say, ' ig no mean city,” and it should have 
an official head. It is immaterial to me 
what he may be called—Lord Mayor or 
anything you like. 

During the past couple of years 1 find 
myself in a mos. anomalous position, the 
citizens generally recognising me as Lord 
Mayor, and those in authority not so re- 
cognising me, although the office has never 
been abolished. It is reducing Dublin to 
the level of a country town to say that 
the city must have no civic head with 
whom distinguished visitors can have the 
ordinary civic intercourse. 

The Mansion House as a residence is 
completely out of date. One of my greatest 
causes of regret during the past few years 
is that a public building, with such grand 
old associations with the history of Dublin 
and of Ireland, should be reduced to the 
level of a third or fourth-rate dance hall. 
I am altogether in favour of its being used 
for some public purpose, such as a 
museum. Even with the present tendency 
to destroy old associations, I think the 
Mansion House should be put to some 
dignified use. 


MR. TIMOTHY McKENNA, a Member of 
the Blackrock Council : 


If the townships are to be absorbed in 
the city administration, the absorption 
should be complete. The present position 
is better than the semi-absorption of the 
coastal borough suggestion. 

Amalgamation would be popular with 
the great bulk of the residents in the 
townships if they thought that it would 
bring a substantial reduction in the rates; 
otherwise there will be strenuous opposi- 
tion. 

One attraction about the scheme arose 
from the additional financial resources 
that probably would be available for local 
development. In most cases the local 
authorities are restricted in desirable de- 
velopment by local financial difficulties, 
notably in using their borrowing powers. 
In Blackrock they cannot put in force the 
Act providing for meals for schoo] children, 
because the area is so small that the cost 
of setting up a system of our own is pro- 
hibitive for the number who would benefit. 
For the same reason we cannot take ad- 
vantage of the Acts enabling us to provide 
medical attention for school children, The 
smallness of the area also militated 
against schemes for education. 

Amalgamation in Dublin may well be 
the beginning of a change in the whole 
system of local administration. The basic 
principle of local government in Ireland is 
that everything not expressly sanctioned 
by one of the numerous Acts is forbidden 
to the local authority. The result is that 
the Councils can do nothing without ccn- 
sulting a lawyer, and frequently incurring 
heavy legal charges. The system neces- 
sarily makes the pace of municipal pro- 
gress very slow. In Germany the legiti- 
mate activities of the local authority are 
only bounded by what was expressly for- 
bidden by Statute. | 

The report is going in the right direetion 
to do away with the wasteful extravagance 
of overlapping services in eomtiguous areas. 
At present every little local suthority looks 
only to its own interests, and does not 
consider what might be a common interest 
between themselves and their neighbours. 


MR. T. J. GEARY, Chairman of the Howth

Judging by the summary in the Irish 
Times, I fully approve of the recom- 
mendations.

Lord Lonsdale gave some indication of 
the attitude of the Jockey Club to the 
betting tax and the pari-mutuel proposals 
at. the annual dinner of the York Gim- 
crack Club at the Station Hotel, York, 
last night. ) 

He said that no body of men realised 
the difficulties of the betting tax more 
than did the Jockey Club. The Jockey 
Club were a body who never said much, 
and it was not their policy to discuss 
what they were doing or what they wished 
to do; but if anybody had been under the 
impression that the Jockey Club were 
taking no part, they could not possibly 
make a greater mistake. 

The Jockey Club, however, did not 
think that. it was their duty, or their 
business, to interfere with the legislation 
of the country until it was proved what 
the reali causes of success or non-success 
were, 


LICENCES TO BET. 


He was perfectly convinced that no man 
was more anxious for the interests of the 
horse than Mr. ‘Winston Churchill, 
although Mr. Churchill was a hunting 
man and interested in polo, but had 
never been a racing man.

ELEVEN WARSHIPS. 
From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
HANKOW, Thursday. 

The leaders of all the unions have 
formed a new organisation with the object 
of preventing the British from bringing 
any further armed forces into Hankow. 

There are eleven warships at present 
at Hankow, sufficient to land several 
hundred bluejackets, if necessary. There 
are four British warships with two 
hundred and fifty bluejackets ready for 
landing purposes, and already part of the 
British forces are ashore. 

Further British reinforcements 
stated to be en route,

THE DEMAND FOR 
THE FRANC. 


CAUSES OF THE RISE. 
From “ Tue Tirmrs’”’ CoRRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Thursday. 


The new tendency of the franc to rise, 


‘| which had been noticeable during the last 


two or three days, was suddenly accentu- 
ated to-day, and the rate for sterling im- 
proved from about 130 to 126. So far as 
one can see, the movement of the last days 
was caused by French firms in want of 
ready money realising the investments 
which they made abroad during the 
summer when the franc was falling. To- 
day it was developed by the foreign 
market, which, observing the tendency of 
the franc to rise, bought heavily them- 
selves. The same course*of events occurred 
in October, and the belief that large 
masses of francs were accumulated in 
foreign hands caused considerable anxiety 
in Paris. 

During the period of-fluctuation about a 
week ago it was reckoned that a great part 
of the francs which had been bought on 
foreign account during the early stages 
of the rise was disposed of again in return 
for good French securities, which were 
being sold freely. This diminished the 
danger of a “bear ' movement against the 
franc by foreign speculators, although it 
was not pleasant for Frenchmen to see so 
many shares in good French businesses 
passing cheaply into foreign hands. The 
banks now report that once again they 
have very large balances of francs for the 
account of foreign depositors, showing that 
the foreign markets have had a consider- 
able share in creating the demand for 
francs which has raised the rate.

SOUTH AFRICA'S 
STATUS. 


NO QUESTION OF SECESSION 
NOW. 
From RevurTer’s CorRESPONDENT. 
: CAPETOWN, Thursday. 

The greatest importance is attached in 
political circles here to the speech made 
at Springs (Transvaal) to-day by Mr. 
Tielman Roos, the Union Minister of 
Justice, in which, referring to the work 
of the Imperial Conference, he said that 
there was now no question of secession in 
South Africa. 

The fact that this recantation of the 
secession policy comes from the lips of the 
leader of the Transvaal Nationalists,. who 
are well known for their extremist views 
on. South African independence, has re- 
vived the talk of a new ‘“‘ Vereeniging ”’ 
movemerft—t.¢., a movement for reunion 
with the South African Party. 

One prominent Tramsvaal Nationalist 
leader asserts that the two parties must 
unite, as there is really nothing, or next 
te nothing, now dividing them. 

In South African circles there is 
hesitancy to express any opinion on the 
present fluid state of party politics, but 
everyone seems agreed that the present 
situation arising out of the Imperial Con- 
ference is extremely interesting, and may 
lead to developments that were not dreamt 
of a few weeks ago. 

Meanwhile General Smuts, speaking at 
Cathcart, Cape Province, again called on 
the Nationalists to drop Article 4 of their 
Constitution (dealing with the secessjon 
ideal) as an earnest of their sincerity in 
accepting South Africa’s independent 
status within the Empire.

The Ayrshire, which belonged to the 
Scottish Shire Line, was a steel twin-screw 
four-masted steamer of 9,188 tons, ‘and 
was built in Newcastle in 1905. The vessel 
caught fire, and had to be abandoned on 
Sunday last off Colombo. The burning 
ship was left in charge of the British 
warship Lupin after all hands had been 
safely transferred to another steamer.

On the eve of the German delegates’ de- 
parture for Geneva, it is again made clear 
that the German Government adheres firmly 
to the attitude expressed in Herr Strese- 
inann's memorandum to Sir Eric Drummond 
of January 12th last, which has recently 
been made public. 

According to a communication published 
this evening, and regarded as being inspired 
by the Foreign Minister, Germany ts _ pre- 
pared to grant the facilities required by 
Article 213 for investigations considered 
necessary by the League Council, but the 
German Delegation will firmly refuse to con- 
sider any scheme of permanent supervision. 
This is considered to apply equally to a mo 
posal reported to have been made in London, 
that if, as in t case of air control, the 
Inter-Allied Comission should be with- 
drawn before a settlement of the investiga- 
tion question has been reached, the “' Inves- 
tigation Protocol’’ of 1924 should come into 
force provisionally, pending a final settle- 
ment, Me at the March meeting of the 
Council. 

Herr Stresemann, the Foreign Minister, 
to-day gave a luncheon in honour of M. 
Tehicherin, at which the Chancellor, Herr 
Marx, was also present. Efforts are being 
made to characterise this as a _ counter- 
demonstration to the meeting of the British, 
French, and Polish Foreign Ministers in 
Paris.—(Per Press Association Copyright.) 

GENEVA, Thursday. 

The League Council’s Committee, which 
has heen considering Free@ch, Polish, and

REASONED MOTION FOR ITS 
REJECTION. 


If the third reading of the Roman Catholic 
Relief Bill is reached this afternoon, states 
The Times, a reasoned motion for its rejec- 
tion will be put forward.

“This House, while desiring to continue 
the fullest possible liberty to Roman 
Catholics in the exercise of their religion, and 
absolute equality in respect of exemption 
from taxation, declines to pass into law a 
bill which, without conferring any benefit 
upon Roman Catholics, seeks to repeal cer- 
tain Acts of Parliament affecting the Church 
of England and establishing the Reformation 
in England and Scotland.’ 

There is some doubt, however, whether the 
third reading will be reached to-day, in view 
of the opposition which has developed to the 
bill, and if it is not passed to-day the Go- 
vernment do not propose to give further time 
this session.

said Mr. Baldwin in his speech, a report 
of which was. issued Jast night, on the 
subject of defence to a meeting of the 
Tmperial Conference on October 26th. 

, It was only in the last resort, and after 
every means of preserving peace had been 
exhausted, Mr. Baldwin declared, that we 
could contemplate the. possibility of war, 
and he suggested ‘‘ cavendo tutus’’ (save 
by taking precautions) as a motto for the 
Committee of Imperial Defence. 

TWO BRANCHES. 

The work of that Committee divided 
itself into two main branches »concerned 
with the .co-ordination of the fighting 
services and. the ancillary work of the 
civilian departments. There were three 
Military Committees—namely, the Com- 
mittee of Chiefs and Staffs. the Man- 
Power Committee, and the Principal 
Supply Officers’ Committee; The first- 
named was the newest and most im- 
portant, and as a result of its institution 
the Committee of Imperial Defence now 
received collective advice instead of 
separate, and possibly . contradictory, 
advice from the three angles of sea; land 
and air wariare.. 

Referring to the Singapore base, the 
Prime Minister said that, even after allow- 
ing for.the .reductions in the original 
scheme by the Admiralty, the burden of 
this expenditure was" very heavy; but, 
after the most careful consideration, they 
had come to the conclusion that it was 
vital to the Empire’s security that the 
scheme should be proceeded with, and the 
Government would ask those Dominions 
especially interested in the Far East to 
consider whether there was any way in 
which they could co-operate in the de- 
velopment of Singapore now or within the 
next few years. There was no more valu- 
able contribution to the defence of the 
Empire as a whole 

AERIAL ATTACKS. 

As to the danger to which Great 
Britain, and London in particular, would 
be exposed in certain contingencies from 
aerial attack, Mr. Baldwin said that he 
was glad to report that there was less 
anxiety than in 1923. In addition to the 
establishment of the Home Defence Air 
Force, they had been conducting a con- 
tinuous investigation into precautions of 
all kinds to be taken in the event of air 
raids, and in that matter considerable pro- 
gress had been made. An Expert Com- 
mittee was inquiring into anti-aircraft 


out a schenge of insurance against aircraft 
and bom ment risks in the light oí 
modern w They had also worked out 
plans for/ the insurance of ships and 
cargoes against risks in war time. 

The Trading and Blockade Committee 
was studying all the methods of economic 
pressure which, in the late war, were 
used under the rather inaccurate term 
“ blockade.’’ This committee was pre- 
sided over by Lord Cecil, who was 
Minister of Blockade during the war. 

The Prime Minister expressed the hope 
that, as a part of the general policy ol 
improving methods of communication and 
consultation on matters of common in- 
terest, they might consider how far they 
could, in the interests of co-ordination 
of defence, make further use of the elastic 
machinery of the Committee of Imperial 
Defence. He emphasised the purely ad- 
visory and consultative character of the 
committee, and said that the association 
of the Dominions with it since the war 
had been considerable. 

CANADA'S FORCES. 

Mr. Mackenzie King said that Canada 
had now an organised military force of 
considerable size, which. should be 
sufficient for peace-time needs. The peace 
establishment of the militia called for a 
strength of, roughly, 130,000 officers and 
men, and at present that force was re- 
cruited to approximately 50 per cent. of 
its strength. Naval activities were based 
on a policy of developing local defence 
of the waters in the vicinities of the 
Canadian coast and approaches to ports. 
The personnel of the permanent Canadian 
Navy had been transformed from 450 
officers and men borrowed or specially 
engaged in Great Britain and 50 Cana- 
dians to 40 borrowed ranks and. ratings 
and 460 Canadians. The Royal Canadian 
Air Force had been established on a 
regular military basis. 

AUSTRALIA. 

Mr. Bruce said that the ordinary expen- 
diture for the maintenance of the local 
defence force of Australia now amounted 
to five millions annually. The naval con- 
struction included two 10,000-ton cruisers, 
building at Glasgow, to be commissioned 
in 1928. The ships of the ‘Royal Aus- 
tralian Navy in commission consisted of 
three cruisers, three destroyers, three 
sloops, and one repair ship, and there 
were one cruiser and other vessels in 
reserve. The Air Force would attain a 
strength of 1,200 officers and men this 
year. 

“I suggest,”’ said Mr. Bruce, “ that, 
though we have an equality of statusypt 
carries ‘with it some responsibility to'share 
the common burden of defence as a set-off 
against the great advantages we have re- 
ceived in recent years from our connection 
with the Empire.”’

The present lack of consolida- 
tion im the industry is a serious impediment, 
and. the. full development and benefits of 
organised marketing cannot be realised un- 
less the industry can ‘be consolidated by 
amalgamations. into a muth smaller number 
of units. | 

Organised marketing «ig. only immediatdly 
practicable in those Nacaiitien and. districts 
where ‘there is a fairly general desire. among 
the coal-owners to develop it. The voluntary 
local arrangements—more 
particularly selling pools—among neighbour- 
ing colliery-owners is advocated. 

COMPULSION APPROVED.

MINORITY REPORT. 

A minority report is signed by»Mr. J. R. D. 
Bell, Sir David Hlewellyn, and Mr. A. K. 
McCosh. They state that the ity of free 
and open competition, under which the coal 
trade in this country reached’ the command- 
ing position which 1t occupied in the markets 
of the world before the war, 1s best suited 
to its development in the future. . 

“Stripped of all extraneove consideration 
by: which the discussion’ of. the. matter 15 
frequently confused, it is clear that the main 
objective of co-operative selling arrangements 
would be to compel the consumer to pay 
higher prices. The principles underlying the 
idea of co-operative selling are fundamentally 
unsound, the point of* view, involved must 
always be limitation rather than expansion 
of ‘output, .and the tendency, must be to 
sterilise the development of the coal industry, 
hamper the expansion of industrial activity, 
and depress the standard of living all round.”’ 

The minority “are absolutely opposed to 
the subsidising. of the coal industry, and this 
increase in price. in the sheltered home 
markets would be a subsidy in a most in- 
sidious form.” 

THE EXPORT TRADE. 

Discussing the export trade, the majority 
say ‘‘that the export trade, whose prosperity 
is so vital to the industry and the nation, 
calls for separate consideration, since the ex- 
porting districts cannot. be married in one 
organisation with the districts whose trade is 
mainly in the home market. 

“The stabilisation of prices and output 
cannot be effectively achieved im the export 
trade except by forming a ‘marketing 
organisation in each of the exporting areas 
and co-ordinating these organisati@ps, by a 
central committee, which, at a favourable 
opportunity, would be in a position to nego- 
tiate an imternational agreement. This we 
regard as the ultimate solution of the problem 
of organising export marketing, but in the 
present state of opinion in the export districts 
it is impracticable, and, in any case, probably 
could only be reached by gradual stages.”’ 

A TRIAL FOR VOLUNTARY PRINCIPLE. 
To the Majority. Report there is a 
memorandum by Mr. Vernon Hartshorn and 
Mr. F. B. Varley, who state:—“* We think it 
wrong that the opposition of the mass of 
the owners should be allowed permanently 
to deprive -the industry and. the workmen 
employed therein of the be

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THE SMITHFIELD .MEAT 
PRICES LIST. 
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SEVERE CRITICISM RY THE 
FOOD COUNCIL. 

The. report of the Food Council issued yes- 
terday, which deals with London meat prices, 
criticises the retail prices list prepared by Mr. 
Millman, the Clerk and Superintendent of the 
Smithfield Central Markets. An examination 
of the gross profits allowed in the weekly 
price lists issued between January 16 and 
October this year, says the report, shows 
that, except during October and four sepa- 
rate weeks in other months, the highest per. 
centage gross profit for beef (whether i 
lated on cost or turnover) has been allowed 
im the case of Argentine beef, of which more 
is consumed than any other meat... Moreover, 
Argentine beef is to & very large extent re- 
‘lied on by the poorer consumer, to whom a 
reduction of one penny or twopence a pound 
in the price would be of great benefit. 

It is no answer, therefore, when attention 
ts called to the percentage of gross profit on 
the wholesale cost of Argentine beef, to reply 
that a smaller gross profit is allowed on 
lamb and pork. 

CONCLUSIONS. 

Having pointed out that they found diffi- 
culty in reconciling various statements made 
to them by Mr. Millman and other witnesses 
as to how the report was made up, the 
Council states :—In fact, it is quite clear that 
the Smithfield retail price list does not repre- 
sent either prices actually charged, or prices 
which should be charged on any consistent 
theory of margins, whether percentage or 
cash, but prices which in. each rticular 
week the individual butchers. who frame the 
list would like to obtain for their: meat. 

The Council do not favour the issue by a 
markets authority of a list of estimated retail 
prices for meat, and recommend that. the 
Central Markets Committee of the Corpora- 
tion of London should cease, to authorise their 
publication.

The lay-out, no 
doubt, hel to a very great extent, and a 
quarter of an hour spent at lay-out would 
save an hour’s work, and turn out a better 
iob. That matter had been neglected by 
Trish printers, and it was a great mistake.

PYHE SALE OF FOOD BY WEIGHT. 
The first witness ed was Mr. Arthur 
Lovesick, District Inspector for the Free 
State Home and Colonial Stores. He stated 
that the sold in the Cork branches 
were supplied by the Association of which 
the stores was a member. They sold creame 
butter, which was supplied by creameries all 
over the Free State during the summer. From 
December to March Mar usually imported 
butter from New Zealand.. The reason waa 
because during that time they could not get 
enough Irish creamery butter. In June the 
cost price of creamery butter was 1s, 8d., 
and at present it was ls. 5d. The condensed 
milk was all imported, but he had a faint 
recollection of handling Irish condensed milk 
many years ago. He could not give any 
reason for the failure to sell Irish condensed 


milk. 

Questioned as to jams, Mr. Lovesick said 
that the stores sold no imported jams. As 
far as he could recollect the approximate 
weight was marked on each jar. 

The Chairman—Would you have any objec- 
tion to selling everything in the way of food 
by weight—net weight —That would apply 
to the majority of goods, except butter or 
margarine. 

Why not butter or margarine’—There 
would be the difficulty of weighing. They 
would cause grease on the scales. 

Why not put paper on the other side’— 
Would not the weights and measures authori- 
ties object. to that 

In answer to a further question the witness 
said that he did not think there would be 
any practical objection to selling al? food 
by weight. 

The Chairman-—-The June prices that you 
furnished us would seem to be much lower 
than those paid by the other Cork merchants. 
Is that because you buy such large 
quantities ? 

The witness—I expect so. 

POPULAR SCOTCH JAM. 

Mr. James Henchy, of the firm of J. 
Henchy and Sons, gave similar evidence with 
regard to the creamery butter. He had not 
handled Irish condensed milk for a consider- 
able time, but the sale of any kind of con- 
densed milk was small. He sold Irish and 
other jams, and found that Scotch jam was 
the most popular, although the price was 
higher. The cost price of Irish jam was 10d. 
per lb. and the retail price was 1s. per Ib. 

Mr. Matthew F. Long, Secretary of the 
Cork Grocery, Provision and Allied Trades’ 
Association, said that his association had been 
in existence since 1920. There were about 
30 members, including practically all the 
principal traders. The association took no 
part in the fixing of prices. Their general 
objects were mutual co-operation, “eben gee oe 
of the interests of members, and looking after 
the demands of the employés. 

The Chairman thanked Mr. Long, and said 
that he was very much obliged for the in- 
formation he had forwarded to the Tribunal. 

THE VALUE OF ADVERTIGING. 

Mr. Anthony Barry, of the firm of Barry 
and Company, in the course of his evidence, 
said that they sold no Irish condensed milk. 
The reason, in witness s opinion, was the 
extensive advertising of the foreign manu- 
fa , and ly of the value of the 
milk as infant food. The Irish makers did 
Í not attempt to advertise. Four-fifths of the 
jam trade was Irish, but some cross-Channel 
jams were also sold. Irish jam was as good 
as the cross-Channel jams. | 

Chairman—Some of them are the same 
manufacturers as the cross-Channel manu- 
facturers Yes. 

Mr. Alfred Lewis said that the only bacon 
that he handled was Irish, and the source of 
supply was all local. He dealt in both 
creamery and farmers’ butter. He could get 
the quantity that he required the whole year 
round without touching foreign butter. 

WEIGHT OF A POT OF JAM. 

Mr. William Alexander Turner, manager of 
the Newmarket Dairy Co., said that his firm 
carried on a grocery and provision and whole- 
sale butter business. They sold only Irish 
bacon, and the source of the supply was all 
local. There was a very considerable fall in 
the prices of bacon since June, The prices 
fell 2s. and 4s. at a time per ewt. There was 
practically no sale of imported butter during 
the winter, except when the local creameries 
were unable to supply. The eonsumption 
of cheese was very small, compared with the 
amount consumed in England, Scotland and 
Northern Ireland. He agreed with the pre- 
vious witnesses on the failure of Irish con- 
densed milk. ; 

The Chairman—Have you ever tried to 
ascertain whether a Ilb. pot of jam contains

Having graduated and begun 
teaching, we forget that we are still con- 
cerned in university activities, that there is 
such an institution as Convocation, that we 
have no representative from our body on the 
Senate of the university, that we vote for 
three Dail members and never examine their

WIRELESS APPARATUS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirk,—As the Broadcasting Bill will soon 
come up for discussion in the Dail, the 
moment seems opportune to lay some serions 
thoughts on the import duty before our legis- 
Jators and the public. The fundamental pro- 
position to bear in mind when discussing the 
wireless import duty is that there is no 
country in the world which needs broad- 
casting reception so much as Ireland does. 
The tollowing: considerations will, I think, 
establish that proposition :— 

By reason of our geographical situation we 
have always been cut off from the stream of 
European progress. Hence arises much of 
our backwardness—social, industrial and in- 


parent to anyone who has lived any time out 
of Ireland. We simply do not realise how 
much other countries "IA got ahead of us. 

Owing to the fewness of large cities, and 
their resources, our people are almost en- 
tirely without the normal means of acquiring 
culture and refinement. For instance, the 
vast majority of our rural population never 
hear a good orchestra or an _ instructive 
lecture. Here is a simple invention which 
brings all that is best in education and music 
into our very homes—which of us would will- 
ingly have missed the recent lectures by 
Sir Oliver Lodge and Sir H. Walford 
Davies? Yet it is being prohibited, for that 
is what this tax is to a large extent doing. 
_ The most deplorable feature of rural life 
in Ireland is its fearful dulness, especially 
during the long winter nights. This has 
driven multitudes of our young people to the 

ublic-house and to emigration. Wireless has 

n found invariably to give a compelling 
attractiveness to home life, and would go a 
long way to remedy our two greatest social 
ev iis. 

We are deplorably backward scientifically. 
The manipulating or building or improving 
of wireless sets gives us a familiarity with 
scientific concepts and apparatus which we 
never could attain otherwise, even at C ‘ollege. 
It gives a pleasant, every-day familiarity 
not only with elementary ideas, such as 
voltage, ohms, ampéres, etc., but even with 
the more abstruse ones, such as inductance, 
capacity, wave-lengths, etc. To take a con- 
crete example, every boy who builds a valve- 
set must necessarily install an electric-light- 
ing plant in it—a capital preparation for an 
intelligent utilisation of the coming Shannon 
scheme. Moreover, it provides a valuable 
training in the use of tools, and draws out 
in a marked degree the inventive faculties. 
Every country in the world is striving to 
utilise this powerful instrument for the 
cultural development of its people. Is Ire- 
land again to be kept backward by the short- 
sightedness of its legislators? 

As to the duty itself, what can be its pur- 
pose or effect? Is it to tect a native in- 
dustry? Such an industry does not exist, 
and, in the opinion of those best fitted to 
judge, cannot exist at present, as we have 
neither the requisite output nor the tech- 
nical skill; nor can these develop if we are 
not allowed to familiarise ourselves with the 
elements of the science. 

Is it merely revenue-raising’? Such revenue 
must be comparatively small (figures are not 
available). n increased number of licences 
would probably cover it, and it bears no pro- 
portion to the loss which it is inflicting on 
our people. Moreover, the rate of duty is 
excessive. An impost of 534 per cent, can- 
not be otherwise than prohibitive, at least 
to a large extent, rs gaa “mó for the agri- 
cultural element and for the youth‘ul 
aspirant. When the British Government 
wished to prohibit the import of foreign 
motor cars they imposed a det of 334 per 
cent., and it did prohibit. So far as the 
writer knows, Ireland is the only country in 
the world where the development of wire- 
less is practically prohibited.—Yours, etc.,

DETECTIVES' DISCOVERY 
AFTER A RAID. 


When Christopher Moran, of Marshals- 
town, near Kilmessan, was brought up at 
the Duleek (County Meath) District Court 


tendent Kelly applied to have the charge 
amended as follows:—~That the defendant, 
on 14th November, “while armed with a 
revolver, robbed members of the Civic Guard 
at Kilmessan of copies of “ Foga Tora” and 
a road map, value 2s. 6d.

When leaving they 
locked the barrack, and threw the key on 
the ground outside. : 
Detective-Sergeant Kirwan said that in a 
ditch in a field 200 yards from Moran 's house 
he found on November 19th a box buried 
five feet below the surface. It contained 
two Lee-Enfield rifles, 2 Colt revolvers, one 
bulldog revolver, 25 rounds of ammunition 
which fitted the rifles, 21 rounds of .45 am- 
munition which would fit any of the 
revolvers, 3 rounds of dum dum ammuni- 
tion, one round of rifle ammunition 
dum dum, 42 rounds of Morris tube arm®.uni- 
tion, 7 rounds of .32 automatic ammunition, 
11 rounds of miscellaneous ammunition, 2 
automatic magazines to fit .52 automatic

OBSTACLES IN WAY OF A 
TECHNICAL SCHOOL, 
Obstacles which have been put in the way 
of a new technical school for Tullamore have 
resulted in the Rev. John Humphreys, B.A. 
(Presbyterian minister), severing his connec- 
tion with the Technical Committee after a 
ip of almost 25 years and Chair- 
manship of 21 years. 
Recently it was proposed that room for the

MISSIONARY NOTES. 


(From Our CHURCH or IRELAND 
CORRESPONDENT.) 

Interesting experiments have been made in 
Japan in the way of utilising the daily 
Press as a means of evangelisation, On 
Christmas Day, 1924, two articles were 
inserted in the Tokyo Press on the meamng 
of Christmas. Over 200 applications were 
received by the missionaries, who inserted 
them for more information, and of these six 
people have already been baptised. Arrange- 
ments have been made with the Toyko news- 
paper, Nichinichi, with a circulation of 
700,000, for the insertion of a weekly 
Sunday sermon. An average of 120 applica- 
tions a week is received for further informa- 
tion from all quarters of the Japanese 
Empire. 

The number of Indian Christians. in the 
Punjab Province has increased from 5,796 
in 1881 to nearly 400,000 in 1926. 

The need of translating other books beside 
the Bible into the languages of the missioa 
field is being rapidly forced to the front, as 
many of the native evangelists in districts 
ike East Africa and Uganda cannot read 
English. Consequently the great treasury 
of Christian devotional literature is at present 
sealed for them. 

The Bishop of Mombasa has just completed 
a motor tour from Nairobi to the mission 
stations of Tanganyika territory: In places 
the grass was so high that a survey had 'o 
be made before the car, piloted by his 
chaplain-chauffeur, could proceed. On 
occasions the night had to be spent in the 
Ford car, in which the tour was made. All 
sorts of wild animals, dangerous or harmless. 
evinced a timid curiosity, or gave the 
travellers a wide berth, according as they 
interpreted the sounds which proceeded from 
under the bonnet. At one place no fewer 
than forty women did obeisance to the genius 
cf Henry Ford by bowing down and touching 
with their foreheads the wings and honnet 
of the car, but the sounding. of the hooter 
quickly scattered the hero-worshippers.

In, reply. io Sir John, Mr. 'Marlowe said 
that he was.in the editorial chair of the 
Daily Mail during Lord Northcliffe’s illness. 

Sir John—Would it be before the funeral 
or afterwards that you had a conversation |: 
-with Sir George Sutton, in which you say}. 
you conveyed to him that there might be 
same people who might, be interested in buy-- 
ing the shares?—I do not know [ever “said | 
to him there were people who might’ be: in- 
“abú I told him that I wanted to: buy |' 
them. ' 

Mr. Marlowe addéd that he could not say 
whether this took place before or after the 
funeral. The discussion about the shares 
began with Lord Rothermere’s letter, in which 
he asked. Mr. Marlowe's opinion as to the 
value of. the shares. He' thought there was 
some discussion before Lord Northcliffe’s 
death. 

“The first person I spoke to was Lord 
Rothermere,’’ he continued, “TI thought it 
was right to let him know I wanted to buy 
the shares.” 

You realised that there was no question. of 
the shares being parted with during Lord 
Northcliffe’s lifetime ?!—He told me that. 

Presumably it was after he died that the 
urgency of this would arise?--Yes. My recol- 
lection. is that the urgency was recognised 
when it became quite clear. Lord Northcliffe 
was going to die. 

Is your recollection this: that you told Sir 
George Sutton that you might be a buyer for 
the shares before Lord Northcliffe’s death !— 
No, that is not my recollection; that is to 
say, I have not a recollection of it. 

Are you suggesting that when you. put, 
this suggestion forward that you might bu 
the shares, Sir George Sutton cold-shouldeted 
it or discourage it?—I did not say that. .

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GALWAY TEAM OUTPLAYED. 


University College, Cork, had ‘an easy 
game yesterday against University College, 
alway, in.the first match of the Dudley 
Cup at Terenure, scoring 2 goals and 4 tries 
(22 points) to nil. 
The competition this year is confined to 
the University Colleges of Dublin, Cork and 
Galway. Two points are awarded for a 
win,and one for a draw, each team playing 
the other two. 
Yesterday's game was of a very moderate de- 
scription, and characterised by much blundering on 
both sides. The Galway players, who are handi- 
cupped by getting little match play, held their 
more experienced opponents well in the fitst half, 
but the weakness of their backs in attack was 
apparent from the start, and once the Cork 
students setiled down to their game there was 
never any doubt about the result..
